ARTICLE III, 


The defendant affirms that the question as to 
whether dancing does or dors not excite the evii 
passions “isa question of fac:,"’ to be decided 
-by testimony. Concurring with him, as! did, 
in this opinion, I thereupon proceeded to collate 
and exhibit the testimony of the churches, all 
crowned by the testimony of the defendant him- 
self. For be says on page 10th of the ‘defense’ 
“I do not deny dancing is suggestive of evil to 
a lascivious miid, It depends entirely upon 
the man, and his evil purposes and inclinations.”’ 
*] insist it all depends upon who the dancers 
are. If they are pure in beart, (Aen (italics ourF) 
their dancings are pure.’’ Here then ‘‘the ques 
tion of fact is set:led, and the argument of Mr. 
B. on thie branch of his case, breaxs down com- 


pletely. 

1. As defendant he docs admit that in order 

that danciug may be pure, the dancer must be 
pure in beart. 
-2 As a Christian, he will admit that no 
dancer ie pure in heart—the heart of the best 
man op earth being, by mature, ‘* Deceitful 
above all thingsand desp-rately wicked.”’ 

8. Aud therefore, asa dogician, he must admit 
that no dancinzs are pure. 

Or, etating his views in a little diffsrent form: 

1, As defendant, he does admit that daucing 
is suggestive of evil to an impure mind. 

2. Asa Christian, he will aumit that all minds 
are naturaily impure. 

8. And therefore, as a logician, he must admit 
that dancing is suggestive of evil to al minds. 

We kcft him looking up and down the ages for 
persons sufficiently pure to dance with impu- 
nity; but feel persuaded, from his failure among 
the patriarchs and peaimists, the prophets and 
aposties, thatif the dancing discipies wait until 
they organize a set on this principie, the “sociai 
usage’’ will trouble the churches no 
more, at least, in our day 
We fully agree with Dr. Palmer that 
“Take humav vature as it is, fallen and de- 
praved, ai subject to the domipation of 
wicked passions, and the concomitants of the 
Gace sic as dangerous as the smoking brand 
to the magazine of powder.”’ And yet it i 
comforting to have my views on thi, 
subject conii: med by one, who, from early child 
hoed, has ‘atieudsd partes given by cnurch 
members,” Where,’ without exception, the chief 
amusement was dancing.” 1f the defendant 
will be as [rank iu his Confessions in respect to 
the ecclesias: cal aspect of thi: qaestion as he has 
been im resp c) to ite mor! asoect, it may turn 

out yot that “the petty differences which now 
divide us may be settied”’ on this side of Heaven, 
aod ‘th.+ Cear old church be the refuge, upon 
whose »bo=om may reciine every Christian in 
the lane ’’ Meantime, the cause of the dancers 
grows @ li‘we critical, now that the defendant 
has taken the stand, and taken the stand too as 
@ witcess for the state. 

Not content with proving thit dancing is not 
forbidden in the Bibie, the defendant proceeds, 
in the sty.c of a Roman triumph, to show that 
**on the conirary, it iscountenanced and encour” 
agei.”’ in these days of rap'd and brilliant dis- 
covery, it is 10. at all strange that there should 
be upheavals of new truths in the field of theol- 
ogy. However, it will no doubt surprise those 
who heve been diligent iu searchiug the Scrip~ 
tures, to learn that tais pear! of great pric? was 
found in the bosom of the parable of the prodi- 
galson. According tothe deferdant, ‘the chief 
fe«tures Of this occasion (the prodigal sou’s re- 
turn we suppose,) were music and dancing— 
used as an expression ef joy and merriment.”’ 
This sentence presents what has been styled 
**the pear! and crown of all the parables” ina 
most novel and interesting light. The older ex- 
poOsitors have been accustomed to regard it as a 
pictorial representation oof the sinner 
in his wanderings from, and in 
his aeturn to God. It now turns 
cut, however, thatthey have utterly mistaken 
its ecope, which is to set of, in the. most attrac- 
tive hue’, the virtues of music and daucing as 
expressions of joy and merriment. The dea» 
parture, the misery, the repentance, the return, 
be reconciliation, are matters of drapery mere- 
1y, designed to fill out and complete the picture 
of an orieutal ball. 

Well now is it possible that one who tells us 
that in childhood, he “‘wasa constant attendant 
ofthe Sabbath schooi,’’ has yet to: learn that 
parables are not to be sought as the original 
fountains of docirinal or ethical truth. Says 
Trench, the greatest of all the expositors of the 
parables. “‘The parables may not be made the 
first sources of doctrine. Doctrines otherwis , 
and already grounded may be illustrated, or 
indeed further confirmed by them, but it is not 
allowabie to constitute ddédctrine first by 
their aid. This rule, however, has been 
often forgotten by controversialisis, who, look- 
ing around forargument with which to susiain 
some weak positioun—one for which they cau 
fiud no other support in scripture, often invent 
ior themselves support in these.’’ “Who, for 
instance, would feel warranted in drawing trom 
the parable cf the unmerciful servant, that as 
the king pardoned his servant, merely on his 
petition, and not on account of a satistaction 
made, or any mediator intervening. we may 
tt erefore conc!ude that in the same way, and 
and withou: requiring sacrifice or interc.ssion, 
God pardous bis debtors, simply on the ground 
of their prayers.’ Who would feel himself jus- 
tified in inferring, from the parable of Dives 
and LeZarus, thatthe believer's heaven is in 
the bosom of some glorified saint, from 
which he heidse i sciuai conversation 
with th? spiritsofthe lost acrosia great guif 
tha is Oxed? Surely if defendant can show 
nothing bet er in support of hie favorite amuse- 
ment, than that music and dancing once took 
place in « parable, his ar.ument is in extremes. 

But thore who h:ve found tr asurers of wisdom, 
till now hidden frem mortal view, in the para- 
ble of the prudigal son, will not walk in darkness 
in avy other part of Gcd’s word. 

“At the termination of the swelling stains og 
Moees and lIerae!, Miriam broke forth with tim- 
brels and dances. David leaped ani danced at 
the sightoftheark of ih: Lord. Israrl sang 
one to another in dances etc.’’ Now before ex- 
posing the fa lacies that nes le in the bosom of 
this a gumeont, I shall quote from the ‘‘Encycio- 
paedia of reiigicus knowledge,’’ t e standard 
views of the church on this subject, as contained 
in ons of its standard w. rks. 

After collecting and examining all the par- 
gages in the Bible, in which there is referenc. to 
the dance, the writer sums up the resulis as 
follows: From ali which it appears, 

1. That dancing w&se @ religious act, both in 
true and also in idol worship. 

2. That it wes pract'eed exclusively on joyful 
occasions, such as national festivals or great 
victories. | 

8. That it was performed on such great occa- 
sioas only by one of tae sexes. 

4. That it was performed usually in the day 
time, in the opep air, in highways, fields and 
groves. 


5. That men who perverted dancing from @ 


sacred use to purposes of amusement were; 


deemed infamous. 

g. That no instances of dancing are found on 
record inthe Bible, in which the two sexes 
unite. in the exercise, either asan act of wor- 
ship or amusemeht. 

7. That there are no instances upon record 
in the Bible of social dancing for amusement, 
except that ofthe vain fellows yoii of shame 
alluded to by Michael, of the irreligious families 
described by Job, which produced increased 
impiety, and ended in destruction; and of 
Herodiss, which terminated in the rash yow of 
Herod, and the murder of John the Baptist.”’ 

But these standard views will have no effect on 
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a dancing discip'e, so long as he can look forth 
over the fi-id of ecripture, and see David and the 
men dincing be‘ore the ark,and Mii-iam éni 
the maidens dancing by the sea. With these 
imposing spectacles before his eyes, it would be 
as irreverent to doubs the doctrine ot the waltz 
and the glide, asthe doctrine of the fsJl in 
Adam, and the recovery in Christ 11 is sdmi: 
ted on all hands. 


danced apart from the men.

And yet these are the fac's on which the de- 
fendant would ground the srgument that the 
Bible authoriz*s dancing by the sexes commin.- 
gled, and for purposes of amusement. The va- 
lidity of the argument hinges on two proposi- 
tions: 

1. That which may be done by the sexes apart. 
may be done by the sexes together. 

2. That which may be done for purposes of 
worship may be done for purposes of am use- 
ment, 

Lt us throw them i:to separate syliogisms: 

1. That which may be lawiuliy done by the 
sexcs apart, may be lawfully done by the te xos 
together. 

2. It is lawful for the sexes to disrobe when 


apart 

8. Therefore, it is lawful for them to disrobe 
in each othera presence, 

1. That which may be done for purposes of 
worship may be done for purposes of amuse-~ 
ment. 

2 Itis lewful to preach, pray, and celebrate 
the Lord's supper for purposes of worship. 

3 Therefore, it is lawful to preach, pray, and 
celebrate the Lord's supper for purposes of 
ainusement. 

We thus see, a8 in a sunbeam, that the fact 
that the Bible authoriz:s dancing by the sexes 
apart and for purposes of worship, does not 
prove that it au.horiges dancing by the sexes 
commingled for purposes of amusement. 

But the defendant feels greatly supported in 
his vpinion upon the moral] aspects of this ques- 
tion by the tact, as he alleges, that these are the 
opinions of “the Presbyterian ministry in our 
city and vicinity.’’ The uir is filled with rumors 
to the effect that in this issue between the 
church and the world, the ministers in these 
parts have clasped bands with the world. I can 
not consent to rec ive this report as true 
until additional evidence is adduced to confirm 
it. No! No! 1lwilinot; I can not, for 

1. ‘chese resident brethren are genilemens 
aud therefore cannot descend to be ‘‘busybudies 
in other men’s matters .’’ 

2. These resident brethren sre Christains, 
and therefore “have no fellowship with the 
works of darkness, but rather reprove them.”’

practice,’ “and to recommend and attempt 
reformation of mauners.”’ 

5. These resident brethren are members of the 
presbytery of Atlanta, and therefore cannot be 
obstruciiag the enforcement of the injnnction 
against dancing, which, after due consideration 
and with unanimous voice, was recently adop. 
ted. 
6 These resident brethren are pastors, who 
have matters that need their attention, in fields 
to which they have been  Cailed, 
and therefore have not the 
time to take charge of matters that do not need 
th irattention, in flelds to which they have not 
been calied 

But if the defendant insists that there are 
ministers of our faith, who are Lobuobbinug 
with law-breakers and to obstruct the 
exercis> of our discipline, then I demand to 
know their names. Who constitute this mystic 
crew, whose opinions are everywhere quoted, 
but whose forms are nowhere seen, and whose 
names are nowhere knowi? I say again, give 
us the pames of these men who are said to be 
giving aid and comfort to offenders. 

1. Tnat the innocent may not suffer in repus 
tation along with the guilty. 

2. That the Central church may fulfill the in- 
junction of the apostle, ** Mark them which 
cause divisions and offenses contrary to the doc- 
trine which ye have lcarned, and avoid them.”’ 

8. That the Pr.sbytery of Atlanta may hold 
them toaccount forthis wicked abuse of their 
stewardship, and 

4. That the world around may see, and as it 


sees, duly admire them.

ENGLAND’S DIL FMMA. 
Lonpon, February 14 —The Standard 
announces that the transport depart - 
ment has commenced negotiations with 
large contractors for the immediate 
delivery, if required, of a considerable 
qvantity of provisions for troops, The 
independent liberal members have 
formed ac .mmittee to watch the pro- 
gress of the eastern question and pre- 
vent the government irom drifting into 
war.

RUSSIA AND THE BOSPH JRUS 
The Standard’s Vienna correspon~ 
dent says the Russians are provided 
with a number of torpedo boats at 
Rodoste aud intend to insist on closing 
the Bosphorus as a preiiminary condi- 
tion to the granting of firmans for the 
passage of the Dardanelies A special 
to the Times dated St. Petersburg, 
Wednesday, contains the following: 
“Late last night the government re- 
ceived information that the suitan had 
reiused most positively to grant a fir- 
man for the entracce of the British 
fleet. Russia maintains an expectant 
attitude, and has taken means 
for the advance of part of her troops 
now before Constantinople as soon as 
any fcreign mensof-war enter the 
straits. The entrance of troops is not 
intended as an act uf hostility, but anx- 
letv is ielt lest an accicteutal collision 
might occur. If the troup3 enter it 1s 
thought the sultan will 
RETIRE TO B)ROUSA. 
In that event it wouid be extremely 
difficult to re-establish even the shidow 
of Turkish empirein Europe. The kus 
sian government dos not for the tress 
ent desire such a radicai solution of the 
question. In view of all this, negotia- 
tions for the assembling of the conter- 
ence have, for the mument, fal/ea into 
the background. An Anglo.Austrian 
alliance is pow spoken of a3 a possibil- 
ity. The Times’ Vienna correspondent 
reports that torpedoes have actus 
ally been shipped trom Odessa for the 
Russians, presumably for use in the 
Bosphorus.

ARRANGED PEACEFULLY 
A letter from St.Petersburg affirms 
that the Russians, on entering Constan- 
tinople, will promige to resume their 
present positions on the assembling of 
the conference. It is known that Ger. 
many, within the last few days, has 
urged moderation on Austria. A Times 
Vienna special, however, says the ex-~ 
citement is daily increasing. ‘The word 
‘‘ mobilization” is on everybody’s lips, 
but as yet it is only as rumor. The 
Daily Telegraph says the British fleet 
entered the Dardanelles ai daybreak 
Wednesday. The passage thence to 
Constantinople would occupy from 12 
to 16 hours. 
WHAT THE TIME3 SAYS. 


Lord Derby is expected to make a 
statement in the house of Jords to-night 
concerning the despatch of the fleet to 
Constantinople and the present aspect 
of the eastern question. The Times’ 
leading editorial article says: Russia 
hasincurred grave and .aecdless re~ 
sponsibilities, and she will have to give 
guarantees to Austria as well as En- 
gland that she will quit Constanti- 
nople if she shouid fulfill 
her rash intention to occupy it 
with troops. The Vienna correspon- 
dent ofthe Times says: The exc'te- 
ment here is daily incieasirg a‘ the 
turn eastern effairs 18 taking, and the 
excitement in Hungary is even greater. 
The Pesth corres poudent of the Stand. 
ard telegraphs that the situation is re» 
garded as very critical. The emperor has 
sent for Archduke Aibrecht, field mar- 
shal and commander-in chief of the 
Austro-Hungarian army, for the pur- 
pose of concerting important military 
measures. The government organs 
maintain that Russia has broken her 
word and Austro-Hungury will be com- 
pelled to

her programme. The Daily News’

The admiralty has a telegram from 
the English consul at Chanakkalessi, 
Anatobia, on the Dardanelles, 23 miles 
southwest of Gallipoli, confirming the 
report of the passage of six ships of the 
British fleet up the straits vesterday. 
Lhe Turkish pasha made a iorma! pro- 
test at Chanakkalessi, but no active 
measures were taken to prevent the 
passage. The admira!’s orders were to 
enter the straits with or without leave 
and make arrangements to secure his 
rear. The ships were prepared for 
action. 

THE KUSSIANS IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 


Io the honse of lords, alluding to the 
claims of Russia, that should the pow. 
ers send ships to Constantinople, Rus~ 
sia would be compeiled to send troops 
to that city, Lord Derby said that the 
British government has _ protested 
againstthis view, declaring that it can 
see no paia.lel between the two courses 
proposed. (Loud c eers.) Lord Der- 
by also read a dispatch from Prince 
Gortechakoff, the Russian premier, in- 
forming him of the Russtan occupation 
of C:nstantinople, which, Prince Gort-

FRENCH OPINION. 

Pari3, February 14 -The Republique 
Francaise counsels England to remain 
tranquil.

The majority of the p:pers hold 
similar language, and hope the wisdom 
and moderation of the powers will pre- 
vent further complications. 

THE REST IN THE BOSPHORUS. 

Activity at the Woolwich arsenal is 
daily increasing. .New guns of pearly 
every description and military trans- 

ort wagons are being rapidly manus 

actured. A Reuter from Constantino- 
vle says the fleet is expected at Prince’s 
Island this evening unless compelled to 
cast ancbor at Marmora 1n consequence 
of tempestuous weather. Two iron- 
clads have been left at Gallipoli to pro- 
tect the ontlet, and four will be sta- 
tioned at Prince’s Islands, The Flamin- 
go will stay in the Bosphorus to main- 
fain communications between Mr. 
Liyard and Admiral Hornby. The 
Fiamingo went to meet the fleet with 
sea'ed orders. No salute has been fired 
or formal notice taken of the arrival of 
the fleet The English consul at Cha~ 
nakealessi has made a demand for the 
free entry of 3,000 tons of coal for the 
fleei, 
DISSOLVED. 

The Turkish parliainent was dissolved 
to-day by imperial message which de~ 
clares that this action is taken in con- 
eequence of the necessities of the sit- 
uation, that the sultan appreciaies the 
services of the members, and hopes 
soon to reconyoke the parlianient.

A Stery of Starvation, Murder aud 


Canspibalism—The Cheice Steaks of 
the Haman Frame

New York, February 14.—The World 
says that since the wreck of the whaler 
Essex, no sea story has been told of 
murde~, starvation and cannibalism 
that c nequal he one related by the 
suryivors of the schooner Sallie M. 
Steadman, from Charleston, 8.C., bound 
for Baltimore, with a cargo cof phosphate 
rock. Leaving Charleston December 
17th the Steadman met with very ugly 
weather. When about twenty miles 
ea tof Cape Hatteras she was struck 
by a terrific gale from the northwest, 
Jast eeyeity hours. During this stcrm 
the Steadman had all her boats stove 
in, her sails split, and lost her gaff 
Then :ollowed a series of equalls and 
comparatively calm weather. 

On the 23d of January the schooner’s 

PROVISIONS GAVE OUT, 
and the crew of seven men had nothing 
whatever with which to support life. 
On the 24h the schooner sprung a leak, 
and simultaneously three of the crew 
gave out. The four remaining of the 
crew, including the captain, were com-~ 
peiled to work at the pumps to keep 
the vessel afloat. On the 30th a quar- 
rel occurred between two of the colored 
sailors, in which one of them, Geo: ge 
Szaman, a mulatto, was shotdead. As 
soon as the dead man was cold he was 


CUT UP AND EATEN 


by the survivors, and what flesh was 
left was salted down in a beef barrel for 
future use. On the 31st the survivors 
of the crew were rescued by the schoon- 
er Speedwell, now lying in the North 
river off the Montgomery street terry, 
Jersey City. The story of the killing 
and eating of Seaman was told yester 

day by the chief actors in the trage’y. 

Walter Sampson, asmall and exceed 
ingly black negro, about twenty-one 
years of age, with a stupid, good- 
natured face, was found on board of the 
Speedwell. “Yes,” said he, “I shot 
Seaman. He was crazy. He said he 
would kill me, and put his hand in his 
jumper pocket to draw a pistol. I took 
out my pistol 
AND SHOT H.M DEAD. 


I shot him somewhere in the neck, 
about here (putting his hand to the 
back of his neck). Wehad been seven 
days. without anything to ea, and I 
think most cf us were crazy; but Ses- 
m@u was crazy most of the time; any- 
how, after he was de d, I cut his head 
off and sewed it up in a sack and threw 
it overboard, 

“Who cut up the body ?” 

“I didn’t,” said Sampson, suddenly. 

“I did,” said a short, thick-set white 
man, with scanty red whiskers; “I did. 
The captain said I’d better cut him 
up.” 

‘*What’s your name?” 

“David N. Barreit, sir. He was col’ 
when I cut bim up; his head was gone. 
I took all the flesh off his 1egs, his

I Lroiled it, and after I had eaten it I 
found strength enough to finish the 
job.

After that we 
saited the rest down in a barrel. There 
was bout fifiy pounds of it, I guess.

of it. I was the cock. I parboi'ed 
some oi tre flesh, and some of it I 
broiled. We cookel the flesh with 
pepper and gait before eating it. We 
only ate two meals of the meat, for the 
next day the Speed well took us off, 

The crew of the schooner was as fol- 
lows: Captain, S G. Higbee; mate, 
Sommers; seamen, Hicks, Sampson, 
Barrett, Herbertand Seaman. Captain 
Higbee savs the Speed wel! rescued his 
crew about one hundred and fifiy miles 
northeast of the Bermudas. Owing to 
th exhaustion of the three coiored 
men doubie work devolved upon the 
rest of the crew. The pumps had to be 
kept going at the rate of four hundred 
strokes an hour, and even then the ves- 
sel was only just above water. There 
was ple. “ol fresh water and tobacco, 
and upon this the crew had managed to 
exist.

Editors Constitutson : 1: was recently 
declared in congress by a statesman 
that “gold was the machinery and relic 
of old despotisms.” With your permis- 
sion, I intend to ask the attention of 
the ple to the illustration of this 
truth. I shall deal in no glittering 
generalities, but with plain facts —facts 
burnt into the history of peoples, na- 
tions and communities. 

No tyranny, of any age or time, has 
cast so daadly a blight over the for~ 
tunes of men as this despotism of spe- 
cie has inflicted upon England and the 
United States, whenever it has under- 
taken to reign as the sole-ruling ele- 
ment of values and exchanges Itis 
unnecessary to appeal to the history of 
its early domination, but for centuries 
befure Judas betrayed the Son of God, 
for thirty pieces of silver, back to the 
selling of Joseph by his brothers, on 
down to our own time, it has been the 
one fatai instrument of human oppres- 
sion, dominating over all others in the 
ruin it has produced, the misery it has 
cost and the wrecks it has cast on the 
shores of time. 

It is well, therefore, to count 
up the cost of decreeing a forced 
specie payment, before heralding the 
dawn of such a calamity. If we 
are to consent to universal ruin, we 
‘should at least instruct ourselves as to 
the fate uf other peoples and times, 
| when the same experiment has been 
tried. I’ we iske the step let usdo so 
‘with oureyes open, The rugged high~ 


, way has been often traveled, and the 


ficgerboards which pvint te it are 
merked with theiron hand of sein by 
ages, in which the realities of ruin has 
written its cost in figures, facts and his~ 
tories which no hard money advocate 
can question or dispnte. 

In 1796, it brought England to the 
verge of universal desolation in her 
struggle to maintain her constitution 
and iiberties against the demands of 
specie. It swept away the long-reared 
foundations of trade; it brought prices 
to the level of a dead loss; it deprecia- 
ted values ; stopped all enterprise pro. 
gress and increase of weaith. and it left 
hunger and despair, staryation and su- 
icides as the gift of its rule—until the 
parliament of England wae compelled 
to suspend all specie payments. This 
redeemed the people from utter de-~ 
spair, and for twenty years, .under 
this suspension and temporary re- 
lief from the gold tyrant, England 
made greater progress in _ her 
system of manufacturing; in her ship- 
pirg; in her industries and in her 
weal'o than during any other twenty 
years of her history. In 18181819, her 
money kings, knowing they could not 
dominate unless specie was made the 
measure of values, commenced the cry 
of specie payments. Parliament de- 
creed it. What followed? Gold ruled 
and the result was that industry be- 
came palsied ; lands were sacrificed at 
hali their value; old firms, rich with 
the accumulation of years, were 
piunged into bankruptcy; fear grew 
into frenzy, frenzy into madness and 
parliament was again forced to inter- 
pose. Specie payment was again 
suspended to be gradually resumed up 
to 1823. From this period to 1525, there 
was a normal state of affairs. Then 
sprang up the fever forgold. South 
America was the mine from which it 
was to pe drawn. &p23culation ran riot 
in pursuit of it. Immense gains created 
immense greed for gain, till it spread a 
1eckless madness through all classes — 
a raadness no prudence could arrest and 
po wisdom could aliay. In the sprin 
of 1825, it is said that the disease had 
become chronic. $850 000,000 of joint 
stock capital wasp set afloat.

The ban:s had discount- 
ed witbout limit on an assumed g)ld 
and silver foundation, but it was an 
assumption hardly tinted with a shad- 
ow of truth. The moment cautious 
men began to see the drift,and greed 
grew tired, the old demand, for specie, 
under the law for specie payments, 
commenced. It increased, as the 
hurricane increases, by itisown momen- 
tum. Fortunes vanished. Specie van- 
ishe {, as it always does, when wanted. 
Failures by the thousands; losees by 
the millions ; despair every where, and 
specie nowhere. The banks and capi- 
talistas “put on the screws.” Gocd 
credit perished with bad credit, and all 
went down together except the money 
kings. They feasted on the ruin. The 
loss to the United States was more than 
$500,000,000 —four times the vaiue of 
ali the especie in the country! For ten 
years the whole land groaned under 
the cloud of its misfortunes. 

The diseovery of gold in California 
finally Iifted the pressure and proep>r- 
ity once more gave courage to hope 
and ambition to effort. From that 
period until the year 1857, the U aited 
States made rapid strides on the road 
to prosperity. Railroads seemed fora 
time to monopoliz2 public attention. 
Transportation and travel’ and the 
en‘erprize aud spirit of the times de- 
manded them. They outstripped the 
wants, but not the convenienc:s of the 
people. The great and uudeveioped 
west grew tired of the stage coach and 
the steamboat mde of travel, and 
caught the spirit of the east in their 
mania for rapid transit.

SHALL THE SOUTR HAVE A RAILROAD 
TO THE PACIFIC ? 


An eminent Georgia statesman de- 
clares tcis to be the vital question of 
the hour. Other southern leaders in 
and out of congress, like Lamar, Ran- 
som, Hunter, Goode, Maxey, Gibson, 
Singleton, Atkins and Throckmorton, 
are equally pronounced in belief that 
no measure would so tend to give re- 
lief to the south as legislation providing 
the earliest possible construction of a 
line of railway from the Pacific ocean 
to the Mississippi mver. Why, then, 
does not Mr. Stephens’ bill, which pro- 
vides such beneficial assistance for this 
sufferiog section, go to an immediate 
passag- ? 

Mr. Stephens has elaborately ex- 
plained, through the columns of this 
paper, that his bill was carefully framed 
by himself with a view to certain ob- 
jecis. These cbjects be declares to bea 
trunk line binding the Pacific and 
the Migsissippi at such points as to se~ 
cure to the southern states some of the 
vast traffic of the Pacific coast and of 
Asia, and to secure to the whole 
country end tothe world the benefit to 
be derived from a line fourteen hun- 
dred miles shorter than the present 
and not liable to be interrupted by 
stress of weather, as is the present 
line. Mr. Stephens aleo-dec!lares that 
his bill secure these great objects 
without making the government liabie 
to lose one dollar. Why then should 
southern men in cougress hesitate to 
give their favorable consideration to 
this or some similar measure securing 
to their people the rich fruits of a lower 
trans-rontinental railway ? 

It may be that what Mr. Stephens 
felicitously terms the “gorg- beating 
of the Huntington organs” has 
frightened some of our representatives 
from thetr propriety, and kept them 
from anaccurate perception of the in- 
terests of their section. Of course Mr. 
Huntington, and all others interested 
in the perpetuation of the Central Pa- 
cific munopdly, oppose the completion 
of acompeting line. Nobody blames 
Huntiug on for thst sort of selfishness. 
But what is to be said of southern men 
aiding by their inaction the perpetuas 
tion of that oppressive monopoly? We 
are already a hundred years’ ehind the 
norih, wainly because we have been 
contented to help the north to all it 
could get out of the public treasury, 
while we remained attitudinizing over 
abstraciions which the first statesmen 
in the south declare 1o be useless quib- 
bles—idle scrambling over so many 
equare yards of moonshine. Where 
are to be found better states rights 
men, more devoted detenders 
of constitutional right than Jefferson 
Davis, Alexander H, Stephens or R. M. 
T. Hunter? Ail of these and hundreds 
of cther southern pubiie men, of the 
present and the psast, are on record in 
favor of constructing a road from the 
lower Mississippi to the Pucifle ocean. 
The south is entitled to it; the commer- 
cial wants of the whole couatry de- 
mand it.

Pacifie 
roads, in the shape of the interest upon 
the debt of those roads (393 000,000), 
amounitny to $5,524000. ‘the Texas 
Pacific does not ask a single dollar in 
governinent bonds. I simply asks the 
government to indorge on the bands ef 
the conipary, its guarantes that the in- 
terest at five per cent shail be paid 
promptly, theamount of thecompany’s 
bonds not to exceed $35,000 000. The 
government is secured tor the guaran- 
tee cf the payment of interest by the 
first mortgage on the entire road ard 
its xppurtenances, and on 18000000 
acres of iandin New Mexico, Arizona 
and California, and upon all lands ac- 
quired uxder grauts from Texas in aid 
of the portion of the line to be con~ 
structed from F :-t Worth, In addition 
fo this, $7.000,000 of the company’s 
bonda, deposited with the treasurer of 
the Uxsi:ed States, are to be retained 
until the completion of tha line, besides 
all the receipts from government busi- 
ness and iand sales. Ihe bill asks but 
moderate aid, and the government has 
every‘bhing ia its owo hands.

Even granting that 

there was an understanding to 

this effect between Hayes and the Lou~ 

isiana democrats—although this has 

been most strenuously denied by those 

who are acquainted with the factsa—do 

they not know that the very terms of 
such an agreement would nullify it? 
No; the truth seems to be that there 
was a bargain, and a criminal one at 
that, but this bargain was between 
Hayes’s friends and the returning 
board. Its basis was bribery and its re- 
suit fraud. There has never been any 
doubt as to this. No sane man, knowing 
the history of the presidential count 
could have any other opinion, Even 
when defending Mr. Hayes against 
the movement inaugurated by Bill 
Chandler and persistently pressed b7 
the New York Sun, we never for a 
moment lost sight of the fact that he is 
not the rightfully elected president. 
We merely insisted that as the north 
had allowed him to be inau,urated it 
wonld be useless to attempt to unseat 
him, and all that we have written in 
that direction was intended rather to 
taunt the north than to defend Mr. 
Hayes. We knew then, and we know 
now, that he was elevated to the presi- 
dency throogh the methods of fraud. He 
practically acknowledged that fact by 
refusing to uphold the fraudulent gov- 
eromeut of Packard, although it was 
known of all men that if Hayes was 
the rightful president of the United 
States, Peckard was the rightful gov- 
ernor of Louisiana. But even this 
knowledge is insufficient to lessen the 
keen humiliation all good citiz2ns must 
feel when they come to recognize the 
fact that Mr. Hayes’s letter to the attor- 
ney general and the threats of iederal 
interference therein contained are 
nothing more nor less than a confession 
that he was as privy to the electoral 
frauds in Louisiana as John Sherman 
himself, 

We are anxious to see Mr. Hayes 
and John Sherman carry out their 
threats. If we understand the temper 
of the people of Louisiana, the trials 
of the returning board felons will go 
on, regardless of whatever incidental 
facts may be brought to light. It is 
not within the range of probability 
that those who have the prosecution 
of these felons in hand gill allow 
themselves to be intimidated by the 
fulminations of the administration, and 
it will thus fall out that John Sherman 
and his master will have wide scope 
for putting their threats in execution.

FLORIDA AS A_ FRUIT 


COUNTRY. 
GriFFiNn, GA., Feb. 11, 1878. 

Agricultural Editor Constitution: As 
Many persous frum the nurth and wes’, 
a8 well as from our own staie, are an- 
nuaily going to Florida to raise fruit 
for market, perhaps it would be but 
simple justice to Georgia to place her 
in contrast with Florida and show that 
Georgia has many advantages over her 
famous sister state. The climate of 
Florida is most delightful in winter 
when the weather is pleasant, but ex- 
ceeding!y raw during their cold storms. 
But in summer, get away from there, 
except in few localities. ‘ine numerous 
swamps, lagoons and slow running 
rivers, all full of decoun posing vegetabie 
matter, makes it in most places very 
unhealthy. ‘Then the everlasting tor- 
ment of insects, mosquitoes, sand flies, 
e.c., that never leta man rest, is ter~ 
rible. How much more pleasant 
is Georgia, say the great .fruit 
belt, one hundred miles wide 
through the centre of the state that 
stand. from 600 to 1,000 feet in aititude, 
where the pure, soft, balmy air all the 
year round gives'a most delightful win 
ter andgsummer climate, which is al- 
ways healthy, and where the pure, coo: 
free-stone water isa great luxury. No 
lusécts to bother, nor swamps to breed 
malaria. Now, for fruii culture. Al! 
the best fruit iands convenient to navi- 
gation in Florida have been bought up, 
sold and resold, and are now held at 
high prices, say from $25 to $200 per 
acre. There are good truit lands {rom 
25 to 40 miles back from navigation or 
railroad that can be had at low prices, 
but to plant crchards and haul fruit 
over sandy roads that distance provee 
ruinous to the party who undertakes it. 
To plant an orange orchard and wait 
five years for it to con:mence bearing 
and then five years more bciore it will 
bear enough to pay current expenses of 
takicg care of it, and ali this time 
stand chilis and tever or go away in the 
summer and hire a careless lazy man 
to take care of the place, isa | dious 
matter toray the least of it. 

Now take Georgia, where choice fruit 
lands along the railroads can be boug it 
with ail the improvements from $8 io 
$10 peracre. Plant pears in place of 
oraages, as you can produce more Bart- 
lett or Dorchess pears on a given num-~ 
ber of acres in Georgia, for ten years, 
than you canin Fiorida inthe same 
time, and the pears will bring doubie 
and often three times the price of oran- 
ges, aod will bear trensportation much 
better. 

Middle Georgia is said to he the best 
peech country on the continent, and 
fortunes are being made by shipping 
early peacnes to New York and Boston 
markeis, The railroad companies are 
aiding fruit growers by quick time aud 
reduced rates. We can now take fruit 
from our trees and piace it in New 
York market in two days, from At» 
lanta. 

I must not omit grapes, as perhaps 
the most profitabie crop of all, as seven 
acres OD My Own piace two years aud 
three months old, produced over 1,000 
gallons of wine, and one-half bale of 
cotton per acre each year on same 
round. This lays oranges, lemons, 
anuaonas, and even pears and peaches 
in the shade for quick retures. Early 
appies, ripening in May end June, will 
soon me a profitable crop to ship 
to New York, and many othe- fruita, 
such as the biackberry which grows in 
wild profusion witbout culture, may be 
turned to profit. I look forward to the 
near future when Georgia sliall be 
ound the most profitable fruit growing 
section io America, when every acre 
properly eultivated wil! pay a big in- 
terest on $1,000 to $2/:00 This may 
look extravagant to those who are 
sleeping over a gold mine and do not 
know it, who are making cotton at 10 
cents that coste about 12 to prodace.

Archbishop Gibbons is now, at the 
age of forty-four years, the youngest 
arch .ishop and the head of the Amer- 
ican church. Hewas born in Ba'lti- 
more, July 23, 1834, and was bap'ized 
in the cathed:a! ot that city, where he 
was on Sunday instailed archbishop. 
Hew s partly edr cated in Ireiand, and 
raduated (1857) at St. Charles college, 
md., completing his t eological course 


1861. He was ordained the same year 
by archbishop Kenrick. He was as- 
sistant to the late Father Do!an, at St.

The death of this distiiguished citi- 
zen at theadvanced age of seventy-three 
izaunounced, Few men have filled mor» 
important and houorable stations than 
Mr. Conrad and none could have ecar« 
ried through them all a more unagullied 
reputation. He has tived a long and 
useful life acd is now gathered to an 
honored rest, leaving to his sons the 
precious herivage of a spotless name and

Mr. Conrad wes born at Winchester, 
Va, December 24, 1804, but came to 
New Orleans with his father when 
quite aa infant. His eldest brother 
rerved under Jackson in the batile of 
New Orleans, some years later. Mr. 
Courad merried Miss M. FE. A Lewis, 
daughter of Lawrence Lewis of Wood- 
lawu, Va., who was the son of General 
Wachington’s only sister. He leaves 
two sons, Charies A. and L. L. Conrad, 
the latter of whom now resides in Bal- 
timore. 

M;. Conrad was a lawyer by profes- 
sion. uring his long life he held a 
variety of positions under both state 
and federal governments, having been 
member of congress and senator from 
Louisiana, and subsequently secretary 
of war from 750 to 753, under Fillmore. 
At home he participated in legislatures, 
conventions, and different public 
bodies, and, finally, represented the 
siute in the Confederate congress dur- 
the whole period of the war.
